Is Fine Choice 


Nothing more vividly portrays the 
paradox of the Republican Party’s pres- 
ent position than the surprise choice of 
Ezra Taft Benson as the next Secretary 
of Agriculture. 

A long-time co-operative organizer 
and director, he is a stanch believer in 
farm co-operatives, which a large ma- 
jority of the Taft school of Republicans 
have publicly denounced as “socialistic” 
and even “communistic.” 

The new -secretary-to-be also be- 
lieves in opening up more world mar- 
kets for American farm products, and 
to do this he will assuredly have to carry 
on the Cordell Hull reciprocal trade 
agreements, and perhaps broaden them 
by obtaining other tariff reforms. It 
goes without saying the nations which 
will want our farm surpluses will have 
to sell to us to be able to buy them 
and the secretary here will run squarely 
into the reactionary protectionists who 
would put the tariff walls higher and 
higher. 


He is, according to D. W. Brooks of 


Atlanta, who heads up the impokxtape 


National Council of Farmer Co-opera- 
tives, quite familiar with problems of 
the South as with those of other regions 
Benson was for four years executive 
secretary of the national council and in 
that time had many discussions about 
Southern crop conditions and problems. 

“The Southern farmers will have an 
understanding friend,” says President 
Brooks. 

Word is, too, that some five names 
tentatively were suggested to farm 
organizations about the county and of 
them all only Benson came through 
without serious objection. Some of the 
cattle people who fear foreign imports 
reportedly were worried about his inter- 
national trade ideas, but went along 
with the choice, because of the undeni- 
able sound background of the man, be- 
ginning with farm operation and work- 
ing on up through a county agent’s job. 
They will fight him bitterly. on any 
move to increase foreign trade—which 
means imports as well as exports.

He is an interesting man who, for 
his church, the Mormon, gave up a 
$42,000-a-year job as director of a na- 
tional co-operative association in Wash- 
ington to take a religious position in 
Salt Lake City at about $5,000 a year. 
He is’ incidentally, the first Mormon to 
attain to a cabinet position. Chief 
among others who have held important 
positions were Reuben Clark, who was 
ambassador to Mexico under Herbert 
Hoover, and Reed Smoot, United States 
senator from Utah, who was a fine man, 
but whose tariff ideas were unfortu- 
nately imbedded in the iniquitous 
Smoot-Hawley tariff bill which helped 
bring on the world economic crisis. 

Ezra Benson is one of the Council, 
or Quorum of the 12 Apostles of his 
church and is, therefore, a presidential 
possibility in the Latter Day Saints or- 
ganization. He is, as a devout Mormon, 
a teetotaler and excludes even tobacco, 
tea and coffee. 

On the face of things and including 
his background, his appointment ap- 
pears to be the best one yet made by 
the President-elect and we congratulate 
him and the appointee. The appoint- 
ment apparently assures a continuation 
of a realistic and progressive farm pro- 
gram.

Why Not Consolidate 


County Welfare Offices? 


County commissioners of Georgia are 
considering asking the state to take over 
their share of the financing of the fed- 
eral-state-county welfare program. This 
throws the gate wide open for some- 
thing that some advocates of a more 
efficient welfare program have wanted 
for the past few years. 

That is: Establishment of the welfare 
program on a district basis, and aBoli- 
tion of the 159 separate county depart- 
ments. _The program would be adminis- 
tered entirely by the staté, with a close- 
ly knit organization in 30 or 40 district 
offices instead of attempting to operate 
through a separate local mnewlgen in 

-each of the 159 cotnties. 

Other state programs are Gbrated 
by the state through district offices. 
These include the Highway department, 
the ‘Labor department, and the High- 
way Patrol. The State Health depart- 
ment is moving toward district setups, 
with some counties merging their funds 
to operate a district office instead of 
trying to have separate county offices. 

At.present, the Fe 
puts up 70 percent of the welfare funds, 
the state puts up 26 per cent, and the 
eounties put up 4 per cent. 

Certainly if the counties wish to be 
relieved of their responsibility of help- 
ing finance the program, they can have 
no wbjection to yielding, also, their re-

sponsibility of helping administer the 
welfare program. We urge the Legis- 
lature to so act.

Day after monotonous day the Czech 
purge trials go on, repetitions of thou- 
sands of others behind the Iron Curtain 
of officials who have failed to produce 
the goods for Soviet Russia and who 
must now pay the penalty for that fail- 
ure. Ironically, the officials are those 
who, in turn, have persecuted and prose- 
cuted those who preceded them. 


Through it all, the Soviet is tighten- 
ing its steel grip upon these unforfunate 
countries it has overrun. The mock 
trials are designed to provide the Com- 
munists with scapegoats for their fail- 
ures to fulfill promises to the restless 
populations. And, too, it gives the 
Kremlin an opportunity to tighten its 
hold by replacing the purged officials 
with others of its choice. 

The trials, too, give substance to 
charges that anti-Semitism is raging 
within the confines of the Iron Curtain.

Supreme Court Rules 
On Church and State 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States has ruled the state may not re- 
place one church faction with another, 
even though one faction may be under 
Soviet control. 

The court pointed out that existing 
laws already provided ample latitude to 
arrest, try and convict subversives, and 
for the court to intrude into a religious 
dispute would be a violation of the con- 
stitutional provision against separation 
of church and state., 

We applaud the rule. If there are 
subversives involved, let’s have them ar- 
rested and tried.

There goes on a continual, shrewa 
and determined drive to break down the 
vital constitutional guarantee of sepa- 
ration of church and state. Efforts are 
made to chip it away, to modify it, and 
to distort its meaning. 

It meant just what it said—that the 
state shall exist in one field and the 
church in another in so far as their func- 
tions are concerned. Such separation is 
absolutely necessary to the future of this 
nation and its people, and wé applaud 
any court decision reaffirming it.

At the head of the list at this moment 
is Secretary of Interior Oscar Chapman who 
is widely recognized in the party by the pro- 
fessionals for his political acumen and 
know-how, and who has more contacts 
among local leaders all over the country 
than any other party figure. This stems 
from his experience in the last two Roose- 
velt campaigns, the 1948 Truman campaign, 
and the 1952 Stevenson campaign. He. is a 
political craftsman of the first order. 


Beyond this qualification, Oscar Chap- 
man has another which is very vital because 
of special circumstances in the party at this 
time. 

This is his intimate knowledge of gov- 
ernment and of Congress gained in the 19 
years he has served here in the Interior 
department. 

The Democratic National Committee now 
assumes a.different and far more impor- 
tant function than it has had for the 20 
years the party has been in power. A na- 
tional committee always becomes a more 
important agency with the party out of 
power, as it must carry a big part of the 
load of presenting the opposition case to the 
country. For the Democratic Party this is 
accentuated now by another special circum- 
stance. 

This is that the Southern wing of the 
party will be dominant in Congress. And 
that will not be truly representative of the 
party nationally, nor of its rank and file in 
the party’s bulwarks in the great urban 
centers of the East and Middle West. The 
Southern wing lacks enthusiasm to chal- 
lenge the consegvatism that is expected to 
be the dominant theme of the Eisenhower 
administration, for it is sympathetic with 
that conservatism. That job of challenge 
must fall upon the progressive minority of 
Democrats in Congress with which the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee under such a 
progressive as Oscar Chapman would work.

St. Louis, Mo.—Lee County, Miss., has 
many sons who will rise to defend the good 
reputation of Tupelo. I was born and reared 
in Mooreville, seven miles east of Tupelo, 
where my parents still reside. I graduated 
in Tupelo High School and I’m proud of the 
many friends I have there. 


Newell Anderson alleges that while he 
was circulation manager for The Tupelo 
Journal he was taken for a ride by two 
hooded men one night and ordered to leave 
town by 6 p. m. the following night. The 
spokesman for the hooded men is reported 
to have told Anderson that he ‘‘didn’t like 
Yankees.’’ Subsequent to this remark I 
have read in the editorial of a local news- 
paper something about “‘it is distressing to 
see the bloody shirt of sectional prejudice 
held aloft in any instance.”’ 

From the knowledge I have gained of 
people in northeast Mississippi, I feel con- 
fident there is no sectional prejudice exist- 
ing. Several years ago a young man and his 
family from Boston moved next door to my 
parents. He has been and is employed in 
Tupelo.

meek shall inherit the earth.”” The Hebrew 
word which is translated meek really means 
“to be molded.’ The Psalmist says, “‘Fret 
not thyself because of evil-doers,’’ do not be 
envious of the prosperity of the wicked. In- 
steaa, “Commit thy way unto the Lord.” 
That is, let yourself become as putty in 
God’s hand, be molded by Him, yield your 
life to the purposes of God, and eventually 
real success will be your reward. 


Jesus lifted up that phrase of the Psalmist 
and made it one of the Beatitudes, a key 
to God’s kingdom. The New Testament 
writers used the Greek word “‘praos,’’ which 
we translate as ‘‘meek.’’ Actually it means 
to be controlled. It means submission to 
the divine plan of God. 


The laws ofGod are already established 
when we are born. His ways are fixed. We 
have a choice in that we can accept God's 
way and live according to His law or we 
can rebel] against Him. But we cannot change 
what He has done. For example, the world 
is round and the sky is blue. Suppose you 
don’t like round worlds and blue skies? 
There is nothing you can do about it. 

Also did God make the laws of the uni- 
verse which are just as changeable as is 
the universe itself. There are the seasons. 
The farmer learns the laws of the seasons 
and becomes governed by them. He plants 
his crop when it should be planted and thus 
he 1eaps when he should be reaping. For 
him to rebel and plant out of season does 
not change the laws of God, it only means 
the failure of his crop. For the farmer, 
meekness means planting when he should 
plant. It means submission to God’s laws. 

So with life. God has His will and man 
has his will. Man has the choice of being 
meek or of being self-willed. He can say 
with Christ, ‘“‘Nevertheless, not my will, 
but thine be done” (Luke 22:42), or man 
can say, “‘I will do as I please."’ The Psalm- 
ist says, ‘‘Delight thyself also in the Lord; 
and he shall giv thee the desires of thine 
heart” (37:4). On the other hand, to fail 
to hecome molded or controlled by God's 
will is to destroy ourselves.
